Fletcher 


and Thorndike streets from Pawtucket 
.street to Davis square, to provide a. 
thorough north and south artery which 
avoids the congested business district. 


'>—Prepare plans and estimates for 


ultimately giving the city possession 
of the entire north bank of the Merri- 
tnack river for a. park and boulevard 
extending from the city .Hue above the 
boulevard driven wells to Indian Or- 
chard. This to include all the land 
between Lakeview avenue and the riv- 
er above Bridge street and 
between 
First street and f he river below Bridge 
fitreet. It is- thought that this could 
he done by seizing all the property in 
question to inc-uct the idea and main- 
tain the buildings and collect the rents 
until such time as the scheme can be 
planned and financed. The main tiring 
is to grasp the opportunity 
before 


costly buildings have been built on the 
land to be seized. Possibly the other 
Ride of Lakevicw avenue should also 
he taken to Rive the city the benefit 
of the increased values to accrue from 
the Improvements and thus reduce the 
net cost of the project.

day by representatives of tho presi- 
dent who takes the position that if 
no extraordinary crisis arises, it will 
not be necessary to call an extra 
session before late in the spring, and 
then only to pass any appropriation 
bills which -may "fail -at the present 
session. 
The president today continued ef- 


forts to persuade republican senators 
to assist in the passage of needed 
.pproprlation bills during the present 
session. These senators were told by 
representatives of the president that 
their argument that congress should 
remain 
in session because of 
the 


German situation was not logical be- 
cause he, naturally, would take no 
action 
leading to a declaration of 
war 
without 
the 
co-operation 
of 


congress. 
The president was repre- 


sented as feeling deeply the implica- 
tion back of the effort to force an 
extra session. 
He desires the im- 


portant appropriation bills passed at 
this session so that if an extra ses- 
sion is forced by the German situa- 
tion, congress could begin work im- 
mediately upon emergency 
measures.

THRILLING EXPERIENCES IX THE 


WAR ZO.VE 


Harry W. Laite, 21 years of age and 


residing at 105 School street, this city, 
has returned after serving in the Brit- 
ish trenches with the Canadian over 
seas forces. He had a thrilling experi- 
ence, having been a victim of German 
gases, and. in fact, was at death's door 
on several occasions. 
He spent several 


months in military hospitals and was 
also on a torpedoed ship. He took part 
In the secon. battle of Ypres. 


He suffered from German gases at 


the battle of Ypres in May. 1915. and 
for a number of 
months afterwards 


was confined to a field hospital, later 
removed to a 
headquarters' 
hospital 


and still later taken to a military hos- 
pital. 
The first morning that Laite was in 


the trenches he saw his comrade's head 
shot off by flying shrapnel. Later on 
Lalte's life was saved by Sergt. Good,- 
fellow when a German rifleman 
was 


trying to 'ping' him, and after that he 
suffered from chlorine gases. 
Telling 


of his experiences i.'r. Laite said: 


"I got my dose of gas at Poperlnsue 


Belgium, during the second battle of 
Ypres. The Prussian guards, who were 
opposite to the, 14th Royal Montreal 
battalion, started sending out waves of 
their chlorine gas. A fresh wind blew 
and pushed the, stuff over to us faster 
than we thought. We were putting on 
our gas masks, but hadn't got them 
buckled under our throats—at least I 
hadn't—and it sot up pretty fast to my 
nose and mouth. 


"My first feeling was of a bad cold 


coming into the head very fast. 
That 


was only momentary, for right off an 
awful nausea struck me and my body 
seemed to be contracting. I tightened 
tip all- over and my head seemed tight- 
ening with the rest. I have no means 
of knowing how long before I lost con- 
aciouEness, but. for a guess. I would 
say it was not more than three min- 
utes after I got the first sniff of the 
SEE."It was 16 hours later that I recov- 
ered consciousness. 
I was then in No. 


47 dressing station, at the back of the 
Poperinghe line, and a nurse was wip- 
ing my eyes with some sort of a solu- 
tion. 
I can recall the coolness of It, 


and then I came to. A pus had run 
from the eyes, and it was this she was 
clearing away. 
I had bled from the 


.nose ears and mouth, and I was still 
coughing a lot. I was later taken to 
No. 13 General .hospital at Boulogne, 
and after remaining- there for quite a 
while was invalided back to England, 
where I stayed in the North Finchley 
auxiliary military hospital, in 
North 


London. I fltayed there until last Au- 
gust, when, after an examination by 
military surgeons, it was decided that 


- I was unfit for further military service. 


"A man goes to this game of fighting 


- in. the trenches 
gradually. 
At first, 
right after coming from training in 
England, he is put a dozen miles be- 
hind the front lines. And gradually he 
is worked up with his battalion, get- 
ting closer into touch with the noise. 
•with the streams of wounded, with all 
the destruction that is going on. And 
finally he slips int-i 
the 
front 
line 


trenches, and when he gets there he has ; 
had a course of training that has grad-' 
ually hardened him to what he's got to 
stand. 
"Usually the battalions go into the 


trenches for four days, and then they 
go hack to the rest camp for the same 
period. 
The first night I was in the 


front trenches there wasn't much do- 
ing, but the next morning the Germans 
started shelling us, and the young man 
with whom 1 enlisted, Fred Stirrup of 
Montreal, had his head nearly cut off 
by a flying piece of shrapnel. He was 
in my platoon, and I saw him right 
after he fell. 
He must have died in 


short order. That gave rne a baj feel- 
inj, DUt there was so much going on 
after that I didn't have much chance 
to think of it. 
"As you have probably neard many 


times, the real 
courage 
of a 
fellow 


Comes during the wait for a bayonet 
charge. That's a terrible 20 minuted 
or half an hour. They fe»d you up with 
a good shot of navy rum, and then you 
don't care what hapens once you get 
out of that hole in the itroun-1. There 
must be dope in that rum. or perhaps 
the booze is so strong it clouds you to 
everything except fighting. 


"But that 20 minutes or half an hour 


before you've got to run 
across 'No 


Man's-Land!' 
The men smoke 
fags— 


cigarets—continually. 
E v e r y b o d y 


smokes them. 
Down the trench goes 


the platoon sergeant testing the bayo- 
nets to see if they will hold onto the 
ftandard, and if they won't then they 


arc fastened on more securely 
than 


ever. 
It seems as if the time would 


never come. The big guns are pound 
ing in behind you, and 
the German 


guns are doing the same in front. 


"Nobody can tell what happens in a 


charge like that, but the rum must bo 
working in a fellow's blood, 
or 
he 


could nover do it. And then you set to 
the trench, lifted up and feeling great 
if you can get that piece of steel in on 
somebody. That's about all you think 
Of_getting the steel into a fellow on 
the other side. U isn't the thought oi 
saving yourself, for if anybody ever 
got to thinking of that he'd turn right 
around and go back. 


"A Sergt. Goodfellow of Montreal— 


and, believe me, I have every reason to 
feel that he lived up to his name- 
saved 
men on the edge of a German 


trench. 1 spotted a man coining out of 
it, and his body was half way up the 
side of the trench when I got to him. 
It was all slippery mud and I lost my 
balance and went down. The German 
brought his rifle up 
to 
shoot, when 


Goodfellow, with 
a 
Colt automatic, 


finished him. It happened like light- 
ning. Goodfellow was following up the 
platoon, and looking 
for 
just 
such 


things as that. That was at an awful 
engagement at 
Ploeghstralte. 
which 


the soldiers called 'Plug street'."

failed to keep the United States neu- 
tral. These reports are based on the 
following facts: After the decision had 
been taken to begin unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare on Feb. 1, we had to

That this calculation 
was right is proved by the fact that 
the American government severed dip- 
lomatic relations with Germany soon 
after the proclamation of a

zone and asked other neutrals to fol- 
low her example.

was not only the right, but also the 
duty, of our government to take pre- 
cautions in time—in the event of a. 
military 
conflict 
with 
the 
United 


States—in order to balance, if possible, 
the adhesion to our foes of a new ene- 
my. The German minister at Mexico 
therefore was instructed in the middle 
of January that, in the event of the 
United States declaring war he should 
offer to the Mexican government an 
alliance and arrange for further de- 
tails. These instructions, by the way, 
expressly 
directed 
the minister 
to 


make 
no advances to the 
Mexican 


government unless he knew for a cer- 
tainty that America was going to de- 
clare war. 


"How the American government" re- 


ceived information of instructions sent 
by a secret way to Mexico, 
is 
not 


known. 
It, appears, however, that the 


treachery—and it only must have .been 
treachery-—was committed on Ameri - 
can territory."

MALE ADULTS IX CITY EMPLOY 


BOSTON, March 3.—The largest bud- 


get in the history of the city was pre- 
sented by Mayor Curley yesterday to 
the special meeting of the city council 
and referred to the council committee 
on. appropriations, which will consider 
the department estimates next week. 


The finance commission 
went over 


most of the estimates and co-operated 
with the mayor in making up his bud- 
get. 
It. provides for the appropriation 


of $16,679,974.82 for the city depart- 
ments, and a grand total of $25,053,- 
461.05 for the expenses of all the city 
and county departments. 
The mayor has provided for an in- 


crease of 25 cents per day to all male 
adults in the employ of the city, there- 
by raising the pay of laborers from 
$2.60 a day to $2.75. 
In his message 


accompanying the budget, the mayor 
suggested that all male adults be given 
$3 a day, the extra 25 cents to be prj- 


vided from a fund of $100,000 taken 
from the reserve fund. 


The budget also provides a raise of 


S100 each for low salaried clerks and j 
employes. About $375.000 will be nee-' 
essary to take care of increased sala- 
ries and new positions. If approved by 
the council the increases will go into 
effect June 1. 
The estimates in the 
city 
depart- 


ments are about SUS5.000 larger than 
last year. The mayor has provided ap- 
proximately $750,000 for 
street 
pur- 


poses, of which $150,000 will go to the 
park and recreation department for re- 
paving Commonwealth avenue beyond 
the corner of Beacon street and $600,- 
000 to the public works department. Of 
this latter amount, $100.000 is for gran- 
olithic sidewalks and $500.000 for re- 
construction and repair of streets. 


The mayor has also provided for all 


money spent by the .park department 
to come within the department appro- 
priation, instead of using any of the 
income of the Parkman fund. 
The estimate provides for a reserve 


fund of $442,992.10. one of the largest 
in recent years. The mayor allows the 
library department $424,474. or $7o,000 
less than the sum mentioned in the will 
of Joslah H. Benton for use by the 
library of income from the .bequests of 
his estate.

PRESIDENT WILSON'S TASK 


Once the president shall, have been clothed with the power to put 


the nations commerce in a state of.armed neutrality, many very intricate 


questions, bearing upon international law and the "legal blockade" will 


come up for solution. In the past to be .legal, a blockade had to be main- 


tainedJby.a maritime cordon of the enemy forces around the closed port 


and unless the blockade was effective in preventing any ships from 


entering, it was not legal. 


• Biit blockades and blockade-methods have been radically .modified 


in;the present war. 
The tightly drawn cordon is no longer feasible be- 


cause of the danger.froru.aircraft and submarines which would have a 


race to see which would be first to destroy the stationary cordon. Hence 


that feature of the legal blockade- -as -it- existed- -in- the past, has been 


abandoned.. • . . - . • . 
' . ; - - • ' • ' 


For similar reasons England has substituted for search, on the open 


sea, seizure of vessels and'search in port after a period of detention 
which has caused great loss and inconvenience. 
The reason given for 


this-is, that in rough weather it is almost impossible to search a cargo 
or even, open the hatches, without "damage to the cargo from overwashing 
waves'. Besides,'it would sometimes require four days in which to com- 
plete .such a search and during that time both ships would alike be 
exposed to attacks by submarines and raiders. 


On these points the blockade customs approved by international 


law, have been modified to meet the new conditions; but there is nothing 
in,this that would prevent neutral cargoes destined really and finally 
for neutrals from going through. Where a port is blockaded no goods 
for enemy consumption are allowed to go through in ships of any 


nationality. 
. 
. . 


Now,'there has been a marked difference in the blockade methods 


of-EngWud- and Germany. 
- With the exceptions stated, England's block- 


ade has-conformed to international law. 
She has not sunk the ships 


of neutrals with-or without warning; but Germany has sunk the ships 
of neutrals and belligerents.alike without warning. 
Her excuse for so 


doing is, that with her submarine warfare, she cannot take the vessels 
iitto port: That is Germany's misfortune and it is for the same reason she 
cannot :draw upon foreign countries for munitions or other supplies. But 
the fact that she does not risk'her fleet on the high seas to bring her 
captured ships to port, does not justify her ruthless submarine warfare. 


':••• What concerns the United.'States in .particular relative to commerce 
with'Europe is, that England;has declared a general blockad* of all the 
enemy, ports, and Germany on the other hand has fixed a war zone 
around the British Isles and the coast of France. That practically cuts 


off all •' commerce even with neutral countries to be reached through the 


s«a lanes included iu this war zone. 


.' Here then is where the United States must assert its pights. England 


allows.trade with neutral nations, but not with enemy nations; Germany 
treats enemy and neutral trade practically alike in her designated war 
zprie, sending all the ships she meets to the bottom without warning. As 
most merchant • ships are now' armed for defense she claims that the 
submarines cannot safely warn such. vessels. 
But that is her 
dis- 


advantage, no* a reason why the existing rule of international law 
should give way to a reign of ruthless destruction of all vessels on 
sight so far as that is possible. 


,--• Thomas Jefferson when secretary of state, .instructing our minister 
to England in 1793, relative to the rights of neutral nations as affected 
by those of other nations at war said: 


"When two nations go to war, those who choose to live in 


peace retain their natural right to pursue their agriculture, 
manufacturing aiid other ordinary vocations, to carry the 
produce of their industry for exchange to all nations, belligerent 


. 
or neutral, as usual." 


That has been the policy of this nation in the past, but under the 


new. conditions of blockade it has been made practically impossible of 
enforcement, for with few exceptions the. approaches to the chief ports 
of-the belligerent nations have been mined. Moreover, practically every- 
thing the want of which will increase the distress of the civil population 
of the 'belligerent' countries is "now declared contraband of war. 
Verily, 


President Wilson has a most complicated task to undertake, if he sets 
out to enforce American rights on the high seas. 


Instead of two nations at war, there arc over a do2en with territory 


in every quarter of the globe. 
How much allowance will the president 


make for the modifications due to the new instrumentalities of war? 
How- 


far will he approve or condemn the departures from legal forms of marine 
warfare on one side or the other as affecting nctltral commerce? 


' In that question scores of others of the most technical and important 


character as involved. Hence those who imagine that the president has 
an .easy or a simple task to perform in enforcing American rights on 
the. high seas by .'means of "armed neutrality" will eventually realize 
that it is one of the most complicated'propositions which could possibly 
come within the scope, of the president's multifarious duties whether in 
peace or in war. 


PROBABLY MEANS WAR 


Congress has wisely decided to give President, Wilson the. power he 


has requested for the enforcement of American . rights against. German 
invasion and arrogance. Co-incident with this act of congress comes the 
declaration of Germany that "on March 1st, expired the final period of 
grace allotted for sailing ships on the Atlantic. 
From this date no 


special warning will be given to any boats by submarines." 


To send ships across the Atlantic in face of this unprecedented order 


•will mean an open conflict which may result in a declaration of war 


*f»Lnst Germany. 


The United States cannot submit to having her ships sunk and her 


citizens slaughtered in violation of all the laws and rules of civilized 
warfare. 


This nation has no alternative than to meet this attempt to annul 


CUT rights on the high seas, with such force as may he necessary to 
Ttidicatc those rights and liberate neutral comm'ercc from the paralysis 
molting frrfm tho German submarine warfare. 


'•In all probability the attempt to do this' by the method proposed 


by President Wilson, means war; bill if so, it will be n war not caused 
by the.United Stales, but. by the barbarous attempt of Germany to tor-

ONE MONTH'S SUBMARINE TOLL 


One month's work of tho submarine 


war/arc has-not come up to tho mark 
at which it would be effective in seri- 
ously hampering England's sea trade. 
This would be accomplished if the ton- 
nage sunk reached 1,000,000 a month; 
but the total, as nearly as can be cal- 
culated, waj) but 458,851 tons, only 259,- 
671 of which belonged to England, and 
19,763 tons to France. 
Holland lost 


45,409 tons and Norway 43,717 tons; 
Spain . 11,651 tons, and the United 
States 3,322 tons. 


While this loss does not immediately 


cripple England's merchant fleet, if 
continued long enough, it would reduce 
her tonnage to an extent that would 
seriously affect her transportation re- 
sources and thereby hamper her oper- 
ations not only on sea but also on land. 


Of course England is building ships 


as fast as she can to take the place 
of those destroyed and Germany, no 
doubt, is building submarines to re- 
place those that may be lost. As time 
goes on, it will be seen whether Ger- 
many can keep up the number of sub- 
marines at work in the war zone as 
fast as the allied ships destroy them. 


Undoubtedly now methods of coping 


with the submarines will be developed 
so that on the whole although the cam- 
paign is quite destructive, there is little 
ground for the belief that it will ulti- 
mately triumph and force an end of the 
war as predicted by Germany. It 
is 


reasonable to assume that several sub- 
marines have been put out of action 
during the month and t'.ie British claim 
is, that the number destroyed will in- 
crease from month to month until the 
failure of the campaign of ruthlessness 
will be complete. 
That eventuality, 


however desirable, may be a long way 
off, but apparently Britain is preparing 
for a long siege. It is not expected 
that the attempt to starve England will 
bring any relief for the food stringency 
in Germany. 


The state is to have 300 extra district 


police to guard bridges and'highways 
which in the present disturbed condi- 
tions might be in danger of destruction 
by bomb plotters. That number 
can 


undoubtedly be used to advantage for 
such purposes. They will relieve the 
militia, which had been performing this

NEW ST. LOUIS' CHURCH AND SCHOOL. 


In order not to disappoint the faithrtil 


of St. Louis' parish everything possible 
is being done to complete the new church 
for the opening service on Easter Sun- 
day, but it is feared the edifice ^ill 
not be ready for service on that day. 
There has been no delay in the work, 
for all interested in the construction 
of the new building have done their ut- 
most to finish up their end of the job. 
but the weather mail interfered and 
that's all there is to it: 
St. Louis' parish was founded Jan. 


30. 1901, IS years ago, after Jacques 
Boisvert and John H. Beaulieu had do- 
nated the land for the erection of a 
church, the site being that upon which 
the new church is being erected. The 
late Rev. J. N. Jacques, who at that 
time was pastor of the French Catholic 
church at Cochituate.1 was assigned to 
the parish and under his direction a 
temporary wooden church was erected, 
the-new temple being dedicated Feb. 7 
of the same year. In the course of a 
few years a large, modern and well 
fitted parochial school was erected and 
a few years later a convent for the 
Sisters of. the Assumption, who are in 
charge of the school, was built. Under 
the able management of the pastor the 
church debt was reduced to such an 
extent that a couple of years prior to 
his death Rev. Fr.. Jacques had made 
plans for the erection of a new church, 
his sole ambition, after erecting a pa- 
rochial school. Before his plans were 
carried out, however, 
the 
venerable 


pastor passed away. 
Rev. J. B. Labossiere, at that time 
pastor of the French Catholic church 
at Amesbury, was appointed his suc- 
cessor and. shortly after his arrival ir 
the parish he made plans to carry out 
the wishes of the lamented Fr.

ion of the new building were awarded. 
The general contract was given to ^pei 
Houle, while E. S. Oesmarais.Was giv- 
en the contract for the plumbing and 
piping. The painting went to Gedeon 
Masse, while- the electrical, work and 
the supplying of electrical fixtures went 
to Favreau Bros. J. L. Douglass re- 
ceived the contract for the roofing and 
other work was given to out-of-town 
;oncerns. 
, 
On April 21, 1916, ground was broken 


for the new structure and on Sept. M 
of the same year the corner etone was 
aid with appropriate ceremonies. With 
the exception of the placing of 
the 


cross the exterior of the building is 
completed, while the interior is almost 
finished. The plastering work is done, 
the electrical fixtures have been hung 
and the-wiring completed. The floor 
is not quite finished, while the pews 
have still to be placed. The altars are 
nearly completed and unless something 
unforeseen occurs the church will be 
ready for service shortly after Easter. 


The new building Is 120 feet wide 


by 200 feet long with an ell for the 
heating plant. It is of granite con- 
struction with a temporary brick wall 
in West Sixth street, and it is fireproof 
in every respect. It will accommodate 
about 150P people and its cost will be 
approximately $40,000. The part now 
being erected is the basement and the 
interior is of white with handsome or- 
namentations and will contain three 
altars. The floor is of cement and will 
be covered with rubberized material. 
The building .will be heated by steam 
and lighted by electricity. As soon as 
the 'basement is ready for occupancy 
the organ in the old church will be 
transferred to the new. and the 
olc 


church building, which has been moved 
to a vacant lot adjoining the rectory 
will be transferred into a parish hall 
It is the plan of the pastor. Rev. Fr 
Labossiere, to have the assembly hal 
on the third floor of the 
parochia

bills and great appropriation hills in- 
volving approximately a billion and a 
half dollars haVe formed a log jam of 
bills in both senate and house and even 
without a filibuster, it is deemed it 
would have been physically impossible 
to get legislative action on them all. 


State delegations have been working 


overtime, 14 to IS hours out of each

democrats have held well together. The 
republicans showed a most unexpected 
get together spirit and ;it the

Lodge and La Follotte—who never be- 
fore seemed to have a thought in com- 
mon—pulled together in double hnrnoss 
without friction; Senators Smoot and 
Morris—usually a,s far apart as the 
poles—sat cheek by jowl and voted in 
harmony;

show this year are more beautiful and 
more elaborate than ever. Grand hall, 
with its great stage, lofty ceiling and 
balconies, may rightly be termed "The 
Hall of Jewels," for the electrical ef- 
fects have been studied and evolved 
with that idea in view. 
The great 


silken curtain covering 5500 feet glis- 
tens with illuminated pendants in va- 
ried colors and gilded settings. Twelve 
arches 120 feet long span the ceiling, 
all with the same jeweled treatment. 
The most striking structure In Grand 
hall is the central jeweled canopy 25 
feet high, roofed over with hundreds 
of lights, and from the top of which 
radiate festoons of lamps, stretching 


I in al! directions up to the second bal- 
' cony, the gold-fringed electroliers with 
pendant crystals and electric globes 
filling in the design of the most won- 
derful overhead decoration ever seer, 
in any show of this character in the 
world. 
The balcony, over 300 feel 


long, presents another novelty in the 


form of an illuminated Jeweled front. 


The "Gardens of Other Lands" is the 


catchy title given by the architect to 
the settings in Exhibition hall.

flowers. Sunny climes a.re located un- 
der the lightwell, and shed the atmos- 
phere emblematic of. Italy 
and 
the 


south. Other sections in the hall are 
the Netherlands, a quaint setting with 
a background of dykes, gardens, and 
tho omnipresent windmills, one of the 
most noticeable features being the dis- 
play of tulips in connection with the 
effective perspective view. 


The Japanese treatment of the en- 


tire right portion is based on a gener- 
al warm-brown tone, tho paintings and 
background being symbolical of that 
eastern country. The lower floors are 
in forestry style of decoration. All ex- 
terior walls are closely covered in with 
wooded effect in flr and cedar, the gen-

The first morning that Laite was"'i: 


the trenches he saw his comrade's hea* 
shot off by flying shrapnel. Later 01 
Lalte's lift) was saved by Sergt. Good 
fellow when a German 
rifleman 
wa 
trying to 'ping' him, and after that h 
suffered' from chlorine gases. Telling 
of his experiences Mr. Laite said: 


"I got rny dose of gas at Poperlngue 


Belgium, during the second battle 
Ypres. The Prussian guards, who were 
opposite to the 14th Royal Montrea 
battalion, started sending out waves of 
their .chlorine gas. A fresh wind blew 
arid pushed the stuff over to us fastci 
than we thought. We were putting 
our gas masks, but hadn't got them 
buckled under our throats—at least j 
hadn't—and it sot up pretty fast to my 
nose and mouth. 
"My first feeling was of a bad cole 


coming into the head very fast. That 
was only momentary, for right off an 
awful nausea struck me and my body 
seemed to be contracting. I tightened 
up. all over and my head seemed tight- 
ening with the rest. I have no means 
of knowing how long before I lost con- 
aciousness, but, for a guess. 1 would 
say it was not more than three min- 
utes after I got the first sniff of the 
gas."It was 16 hours later that I recov- 
ered consciousness.

A pus had run 
from the eyes, and it was this she was 
clearing away. I had bled from the 
nose ears and mouth, and I was fitill 
coughing a lot. I was later taken to 
No. 13 General hospital at Boulogne, 
and after remaining there for quite a 
while was invalided back to England, 
where I stayed in the North Finchley 
auxiliary military hospital, in North 
London. I stayed there until last Au- 
gust, when, after an examination by 
military surgeons, it was decided that 
I was unfit for further military service.

BOSTON, March 3.—The largest bud- 


get in the history of the city was pre- 
sented by Mayor Curley yesterday to 
the special meeting of the city council 
and referred to the council committee 
on appropriations, whirh will consider 
the department estimates next week. 


The finance commission went 
over 


most of the estimates and co-operated 
with the mayor in making up his bud- 
get. 
It provides for the appropriation 


of $16.679,974.82 for the city depart- 
ments, and a grand total of $25,063,- 
461.05 for the expenses of all the city 
and county departments. 


The mayor has provided for an in- 
crease of 25 cents per day to all male 
adults in the employ of the city, there- 
by raising, the pay of laborers from 
52.60 a day to $2.75. 
In his message 


accompanying the budget, the mayor 
suggested that all male adults be given 
$3 a day. the extra 26 cents to be p~ - 


vided tram a fund of JIOO.ODO taken 
'rom the reserve fund. 


The budget also provides a raise of 


$100 each for low salaried clerks 
and ! 


employes. About $375,000 will be nee- [ 
essary to take care of increased eala- I 
•ies and new positions. If approved by 
tho council the increases will go into 
effect June 1. 
The estimates in the city depart- 


ments are about 51,385,000 larger than 
ast year. The mayor has provided ap- 
proximately $750,000 for street pur- 
poses, of which $150,000 will go to the 
park and recreation department for re- 
paving Commonwealth avenue beyond 
the corner of Beacon street and $600,- 
000 to the public works department Of 
this latter amount, $100,000 is for gran- 
olithic sidewalks and $500.000 for re- 
construction and repair of streets. 
The mayor has also provided for all 


money spent by the park department 
to come within the department appro- 
priation, instead of using- any of the 
income of the Parkman fund. 
The estimate provides for a reserve 


fund of $442.992.10. one of the largest 
in recent, years. The mayor allows the 
library department $424.474. or ?.o,000 
less than the sum mentioned in the will 
of Joslah H. Benton for use by the 
library of income from the bequests of 
his estate.

PRESIDENT WILSON'S TASK 


Once the president shall have been clothed with the power to pu 


the nation!s commerce in a state of armed neutrality, many very intricat 


questions/bearing upou international law and the "legal blockade" wi 


come up for solution. In the patt to be legal, a blockade had to be main 


tained.'by a maritime cordon of the enemy forces around the closed por 


and unless the blockade was effective in preventing any ships 
from 


entering, it was not legal. 


; Biit blockades and blockade methods have been radically modifie 


in'the present war. The tightly drawn cordon is no longer feasible be 


' 
cause of the danger fropj aircraft and submarines which would have 


race to see which would be first to destroy the stationary cordon. Henc 


that feature of the legal blockade- as-it-eiisted. in-the pasr, has bee 


abandoned. 
, 


For similar reasons England has substituted for search, on the ope: 


sea, seizure'of vessels and search in port after a period of detentio; 
which has caused great 'loss and inconvenience. 
The reason given fo 


this is, that in rough weather it is almost impossible to search a cargc 
or even open the hatches without damage to the cargo from overwashing 
waves. Besides, it would sometimes require four days in which to com 
plete .such a search and during that time both ships would alike bi 
exposed to attacks by submarines and raiders. 


On these points the blockade customs approved by internationa 


law, have been modified to meet the new conditions; but there is nothing 
in this that would prevent neutral cargoes destined really and finallj 
for neutrals from going through. Where a port is blockaded no goods 
for' enemy consumption are allowed to go' through in ships of anj 
nationality. 


Now, there has been a marked difference in the blockade methods 


of England' and Germany. With the exceptions stated, England's block- 
ade has conformed to international law. 
She has not sunk the ships 


of. neutrals -with or without'warning; but Germany has sunk the ships 
of 'neutrals and belligerents .alike without -warning. 
Her excuse for so 


doing is, that with her submarine warfare, she cannot take the vessels 
hito port. That is Germany's misfortune and 'it is for the same reason she 
cannot draw upon foreign countries for munitions or other supplies. But 
the fact that she does not risk her fleet on the high seas to bring her 
captured ships to port, does not justify her ruthless submarine warfare. 


What concerns the United States in particular relative to commerce 


with Europe is, that England has declared a general.blockade o£ all the 
enemy ports, and Germany on the other hand has fixed a war zone 
atound the British Isles and the coast of Prance. That practically cuts 


off all commerce even with neutral countries to. be. reached through the 
sea lanes included in this war zone. 


• Here then is where the United States must assert its rights. England 


allows-trade with neutral nations, but not with enemy nations; Germany 
treats -enemy and neutral trade practically alike in her designated war 
zone, sending all the ships she meets to the bottom without warning. As 
most merchant ships are now armed for defense she claims that the 
submarines cannot safely warn such vessels. 
But that is her 
dis- 


advantage, riot a reason why the existing rule of international law 
should give way to a reign of ruthless destruction of all vessels on 
sight so far as that is possible. 


Thomas Jefferson when secretary of state, instructing our minister 


to England iu 1793, relative to the rights of neutral nations as affected 
by those of other nations at war said: 


"When two nations go to war, those who choose to live in 


peace retain their natural right (o pursue their agriculture, 
manufacturing and other ordinary vocation's, to carry the 
produce of their industry for exchange to all nations, belligerent 
or neutral, as usual." 


That has been the policy of this nation in the past, but under the 


new. conditipns of blockade it has been made practically impossible of 
enforcement, for with few exceptions the approaches to the chief ports 
of the belligerent nations have been mined. 
Moreover, practically every- 


thing the want of which will increase the distress of the civil population 
of the 'belligerent countries is now declared contraband of war. 
Verily, 


President Wilson has a most complicated task to undertake, if he sets 
out to enforce American rights on the high seas. 


Instead of two nations at, war, (here are over a dozen with territory 


in every quarter of the globe. 
How much allowance will the president 


make for the modifications due to the new instrumentalities of war? 
How 


far will he approve or condemn the departures from legal forms of marine 
warfare on one side or the other, as affecting neutral commerce? 


In that question scores of others of the most technical and important 


character as involved. Hence Ihosc who imagine that, the presfdent has 
an easy or a simple task to perform in enforcing American rights on 
the high seas by means of "armed neutrality" will eventually realize 
that it is one of the most complicated propositions which could possibly 
come within the scope of the president's multifarious duties whether in 
peace or iu war.

As tim 
goes on, it will be seen whether Ger 
many can keep up the number of sub 
marines at work in the war zone a 
fast as the allied ships destroy them. 


Undoubtedly new methods of copin, 


with the submarines will be .develope 
so that on the whole although the cam 
paign is quite destructive, there is littl 
ground for the belief that it will ulti 
mately triumph and force an end of th 
War as predicted by Germany. It i 
reasonable to assume that several sub 
marines have been put out of actioi 
during the month and t!ie British clain 
is, that the number destroyed will in 
crease from month to month until tin 
failure of the campaign of ruthlessnesi 
will be complete.

however desirable, may be a long waj 
off, but apparently Britain is preparing 
for a long- siege.

The argumen 
for a new bridge is that there are manj 
men and women who make their home 
across the river and who are employe!

It is felt that if a bridge wer 
constructed at the Tilden street poin 
It -would mean a lot towards improvini 
the 
already progressive little "city. 


With the prospects of an exceptionally 
high tax rate, however, all hopes fo 
the new structure have been given up 
for this year at least. 
There are many improvements, how 


ever, which would be of great benefi 
to the district and 
which could b 
made at a comparatively small cos' 
and that is the bettering of street con 
ditions. Some of the streets of Cen 
tralville are in bad shape. 
Lakeview avenue from Bridge stree 


to the city line is in a deplorable condi 
tion and it is and has been in such a 
shape that when the great Fourth 0 
July celebration was held in this city 
those in charge of the arrangement 
for the monster parade refused abso 
lutely to include the avenue

After investigating West Sixth stree

NEW ST. LOUIS' CHURCH AND SCHOOL.

St. Louis' parish was founded Jan. 


30, 1904, 13 years ago, after Jacques 
Boisvert and John H. Beaulieu had do- 
nated the land for the erection of a 
church, the site being that upon which 
the new church is being erected. The 
late Rev. J. N. Jacques, who at that 
time was pastor of the French Catholic 
church at Cochituate, was assigned to 
the parish and under his direction a 
temporary wooden church was erected, 
the new temple being dedicated Feb. 7 
of the .same year. In the course of a 
few years a large, modern and well 
fitted parochial school was erected and 
a few years later a convent for the 
•Sisters of. the Assumption, who are in 
charge of the school, was built. Under 
the able management of the pastor the 
church debt was reduced to such an 
extent that a couple of years prior to 
his death Rev. Fr. Jacques had made 
plans for the erection of a new church, 
his sole ambition, after erecting a pa- 
rochial tfchool. Before his plans were 
carried out, however, the venerable 
pastor passed away. 
Rev. J. B. Labosslere, at that time 


pastor of the French Catholic church 
at Amesbury, .was appointed his suc- 
cessor and shortly after his arrival in 
the parish he made plans to carry out 
the wishes of the lamented Fr. Jacques, 
and after receiving permission from 
Cardinal O'Connell he got things start- 
ed for the erection of the new church. 
The church sodalities as well as the 
fraternal and social organizations of 
the parish got together and succeeded 
in paying off the church debt with the 
result that the contracts for the erec- 


tion of the new building were awarded. 
The general contract was given to £oe\ 
Houle. while E. S. Desmarais was giv- 
en the contract for the plumbing and 
pining. The painting went to Gedeon 
Masse, while the electrical work and 
the supplying of electrical fixtures went 
to Favreau Bros. J. L. Douglass re- 
ceived the contract (or the roofing and 
other work was given to out-of-town 
concerns. 
On April 21, 1916. ground was broken 


for the new structure and on Sept. 24 
of the same year the corner stone was 
laid with appropriate ceremonies. With 
the exception of the placing ot 
the 


cross, the exterior of the building is 
completed, while the interior is almost 
finished. The plastering work is done, 
the electrical fixtures have been hung 
and the wiring completed. The floor 
is not quite finished, while the pews 
have still to be placed. The altars are 
nearly completed and unless something 
unforeseen occurs the church will be 
ready for service shortly after Easter. 


The new building is 120 feet wide 


by 200 feet long with an ell for the 
heating plant. It is of granite . con- 
struction with a.temporary brick wall 
in West Sixth street, and it is fireproof 
m every respect. It will accommodate 
about 1500 people and its cost will be 
approximately $40,000. The part how 
being erected is the basement and the 
interior is of white with handsome or- 
namentations and will contain three 
altars. The floor is of cement and will 
be covered with rubberized material 
The building will be heated, by steam 
and lighted by electricity. 
As soon as 


the basement is ready for occupancy 
the organ in the old church will be 
transferred to the new, and the 
ok 


church building, which has been movec: 
to a vacant lot adjoining the rectory 
will be transferred, into a parish hall 
It is the plan of the pastor. Rev. Fr 
Labossiere, to" have the assembly hal 
on the third floor of the

likely to outstrip them all. 
The tremendous perplexities concern- 


ing the International situation, 
the 


bringing of Mexico and Japan into the 
ring, as has been set forth this week; 
the country wide bone-dry prohibition 
bills, and great appropriation bills in- 
volving approximately a billion and a 
half dollars have formed a lot' jam of 
bills in both senate and house and even 
without a filibuster, it i.s deemed it 
would have been physically impossible 
to set legislative action on them all. 
State delegations have been working 


overtime, H to IS hours out of each 
24 being no uncommon record. 
The 


democrats have held well together. The 
republicans showed a most unexpected 
get together spirit and at the 
recent 


conference 
extremists like Senators 


-Lodge and La l-'olleUe—who never be- 
fore seemed to have a thought in com- 
mon—pulled together in double harness 
without friction; Seniors Smoot and 
Morris—usually as f;W apart as the 
p0les_Sat cheek by Jowl and voted in 
harmony; Senators Poimlexter and 
Penrosc—the extremes 
of progressive 


and conservative ideas—were like the 
heavenly twins when it came to a. vote 
on the party policy tu be pursued. But 
between the republican and democratic 
sides of the chamber it has breii a 
•week of give and take, and tho blows 
have been straight, from the shoulder 
and without gloves.

Bay State Delegation Active 


The jMassaclmsrtts delegation has 


had its hands full rlurinpr the closing 
days of the. session. 
Not only havo 


they attended to the last details of 
work for their specific districts, hut 
havo taken an active part in tho <iues- 
tions of tremendous national interest. 
Senator "Weeks made especially strong 
speeches on the. Military, Revenue and 
Naval bills, and has put in an average 
of IS Working hours e;ieh day. 
Senator Lodge has likewise been on 


the alert. As ranking member of the 
.senate committee on foreign relations, 
the handling of the president's blanket 
reijupst for authority to act alone in 
the German situation devolved largely 
on him, so far us republican committee 
work went. And the senior 
senator 


gave iinstintingly of his time in its 
consideration. 
Senator Lodge made, the best extem- 


poraneous speech—according to repub- 
lican opinion—that has been made in 
the senate for many years, when he 
insisted that congress and the president 
each had specific duties assigned to 
thorn by the Constitution and that they 
could not be 
made, 
interchangeable. 


Congress must hold its power to itself, 
and the president act in Ills executive 
capacity. Congress would support the 
president, said Mr. Lodge, but should 
not delegate its own powers into his 
hands. 
Congressman 
Gardner 
has 
made many speeches on the 
need 


of meeting the German situation by a 
bold stand; Congressman John Jacob 
Rogers is a member of the house com- 
mittee on foreign relations and 
has 


been in close touch with all phases of 
the president's address and

Doings in the Senate

But 
probably that adjournment of live min- 
utes comes close to being the shortest 
interval on the senate records.

a trail to the unknown birthplace of 
his "Alan without a country" constitu- 
ent. 
Indians Still to the Fore 


Tile delegation or Indhuis which has 


swarmed the capital for the past month 
still remain, and if possible their blan- 
kets and feathers grow more brilliant 
in hue as the days pass. 
1 looked into 


the committee on Indian affairs in the 
senate a few days ago. and saw squat- 
ting on the floor one of the biggest and 
oldest Indians to be found. His face 
would have served as a perfect model 
of the true full-blooded type; his hair 
was thick and white, hanging far down 
on his shoulders and tied with gay rib- 
bons; on his lap was spread a blanket 
of gorgeous coloring, and by his siile 
stood a tall straight Indian girl, who 
in most perfect l^nglisb, was telling tho 
committee of tho pressing needs of the 
reservation from which they came. A 
while ago, when the? Brotherhood of 
North American Indians *were in ses- 
sion here a good many incidents oc- 
curred, which were striking even in 
this cosmopolitan city. 
For instance, 


a reception was tendered them one eve- 
ning by a man greatly intrrestcd in 
Indian work, and a buffet supper pre- 
pared for them. 
Kvidontly a Dutch 


treat is the proper form of entertain- 
ment at the reservation, for when they 
lilrd into the banquet room each big 
Indian promptly pulled out from under 
his gaily striped blanket an ample sup- 
ply of cooked corn and other Indian 
food, and munched it with placid con- 
tent and utterly oblivious or indifferent 
to tho surprise it created.
